sands of persons from their homes 
and doing untold amounts of prop- 
erty damage.

First —'Increasing bad feeling 


between North Korean and Chinese 
Communists. 


The Koreans and Chinese never 


have been on particularly good 
terms in Asia. Recently-captured 
North Korean prisoners bitterly 
complain they arc thrown into the 
frontlines while the Chinese remain 
in the rear. This bad feeling —sim- 
ilar to that between Italians, and 
the Germans in the last war — is 
expected to grow. 


Second — a buildup of organized 


guerrilla activity to harass U. N, 
forces both at the front and rear. 
Most guerrilla activity so far has 
been by bypassed North Korean 
units. 


As time goes on, "line.passers" 


who slip through the front are ex- 
pected to build the guerrillas' nui- 
sance value. They are expected to 
furnish .more intelligent planning 
and better execution. Some prob- 
ably will come from special Com- 
munist guerrilla training schools in 
Red territory. 


Third — sub-zero weather is ex- 


pected to hurt the ill-equipped ene- 
my more than the U, N. forces, ;By 
spring, cold weather casualties may 
have reduced the Communists' 
fighting power sharply.

The machine, designed by Mark Justiss of Prescott and manu- 
factured by the FalTin Tractor Company of Magnolia, Is considered 
by foresters, to be one of the best available for planting in the 
southern pine region. It will plant up to 12,500 trees dally. 


The planter will be on display at the county courthouse from 


November 22 until about November 30, when tree planting operations 
are scheduled to begin. It will be operated by Foy Hammons for the 
Hope Chamber of Commerce. Planting charge will be $5-00 per 
1000 trees, or about $3.50 per acre.
